REPORT  OF  THE  MEDICAL  OFFICER 
OF  HEALTH. 


To  the  Chairman  and  Members  of  the 
Grimsby  Rural  District  Council. 


Ladies  and  Gentlemen, 

I have  the  honour  to  present  my  Annual  Report  on  the  Health 
and  Sanitary  Conditions  of  the  Grimsby  Rural  District  for  the 
year  1945. 

The  health  of  the  community  as  reflected  in  the  vital  statistics 
continues  to  be  satisfactory.  The  birth  rate  was  20 . 9 per  thousand 
of  the  population  being  2.6  higher  than  in  1944  and  4.8  higher 
than  the  rate  for  England  and  Wales.  The  death  rate  was  11.3 
per  thousand  of  the  population,  which  is  an  increase  of  2 . 1 on  the 
rate  for  the  previous  year.  The  rate  for  England  and  Wales  was 
11. 4. 

The  chief  cause  of  death  was  heart  disease  and  an  increase  in 
the  number  of  such  deaths  has  to  be  recorded.  Deaths  from 
cancer  however,  the  next  most  frequent  cause,  are  again  reduced. 

The  Infant  Mortality  rate  also  shows  a further  decline  from 
25.2  per  thousand  live  births  in  194440  21. 1 for  the  year  under 
review.  The  corresponding  rate  for  England  and  Wales  was  46. 

Infectious  Disease  notifications  show  an  increase  on  the 
number  for  the  previous  year  due  to  measles  which  was  epidemic 
early  in  the  year. 

Housing  continues  to  be  a health  problem  of  primary 
importance.  163  defective  dwellings  were  rendered  fit  by  informal 
action  and  eight  new  houses  were  erected  by  the  Council  during  the 
year.  Drainage  and  water  supplies  have  also  received  particular 
attention  and  it  is  hoped  that  extension  of  a piped  water  supply  to 
outlying  villages  may  be  obtained  in  1946. 

I wish  to  express  to  the  Chairman  and  Members  of  the  Council 
and  the  Clerk,  my  appreciation  of  the  help  and  support  accorded 
to  me  throughout  the  year  and  to  thank  my  Sanitary  Inspectors 
for  data  furnished  by  them  for  inclusion  in  this  report.

DIPHTHERIA  IMMUNIZATION. 


The  work  of  immunising  the  child  population  was  continued  throughout 
the  year.  Special  attention  being  paid  to  children  under  5 years  of  age. 

Parents,  teachers  and  general  medical  practitioners  were  circularised 
and  special  immunisation  sessions  conducted  at  schools  and  welfare  centres. 

During  the  year  a total  of  203  children  completed  the  course  of 
injections.
